I am saying that we first should define your business needs. If the first priority is to get camera coverage 
around Charles St., the vendor is saying that it would be cheaper to connect the cameras with fiber - this is the 
same way we're doing it in our installation. If you want wireless coverage, the area is small enough to use 
smaller access points that can be installed in the camera housings to reduce the footprint on the poles. One 
wireless access point in the middle of the large equipment parking area would provide coverage to much of the 
campus. 

I think it would be helpful to understand your goals for this so we can properly address those issues. Perhaps 
wireless access points could be leveraged along the perimeter, but again it depends on what you're looking for.

Background 



SPD received a $4.7 M grant through the U.S Department of Homeland Security (DHS) Port 
Security Grant Program (PSGP). The PSGP provides funding for infrastructure projects to secure 
port facilities against acts of terrorism. The City accepted the grant funds via Ordinance 123879 
in May 2012. SPD is installing 30 video cameras along the downtown waterfront and other 
waterways to monitor maritime traffic and vehicular traffic entering or leaving port facilities. 
SPD is also installed a mesh wireless network to provide contiguous, high-speed, broadband 
wireless coverage from King Street north to Broad Street and from Alaskan Way east to Third 
Avenue, as illustrated below. The mesh wireless network will give first responders access to 
video from Port Security cameras and enable two-way exchange of data within coverage areas. 



As of 1/10/2013, SPD Port Security equipment has been installed at 85/136 sites. SPD's network 
is planned to go into production service by 3/31/2013. The project must be complete by 
4/30/2013 to comply with the Port Security grant deadline. 

Related projects 

SPD received a separate, smaller grant through the DHS Buffer Zone Protection Program (BZPP). 
BZPP grants fund projects that help local law enforcement and first responders mitigate 
vulnerabilities at high-risk critical infrastructure sites. SPD used Buffer Zone grant funds to 
purchase and install video cameras and mesh wireless equipment for the four intersections 
surrounding the Columbia Tower. The equipment was installed and tested during 3Q.2012, and 
Will be placed into production service at the same time as the Port Security sites. 

SDOT received its own grant to implement transit priority and other technology-based 
improvements along Rainier Avenue. SDOT has begun work to install the same mesh wireless 
network equipment at 12 sites and will complete installation during 2013. SDOT and Metro are 
planning for shared use of SDOT's wireless network; Metro busses and fixed equipment located 
along Rainier Avenue will use SDOT's mesh wireless network to connect back to Metro's 
internal data network to support signs that provide real-time bus location and arrival time 
information, ORCA card readers, and other services for riders. 

What Metro wants 

Metro wants to use the SDOT-owned mesh wireless network along Rainier Avenue, as noted 
above. More urgently, rather than build its own network along 3rd Avenue, Metro wants to use 
the SPD-owned mesh wireless network downtown to support the transit improvements along 
3rd Avenue that were publicly announced on 12/11/2012. Metro's project timeline depends 
upon having a reliable, production service available at its nine planned locations along 3rd 
Avenue by September 2013. 

Issues 

1. Agreements and legislation: If we are going to allow shared use, we need 
memorandums of understanding between departments and/or Interlocal agreements 
between agencies that define terms and conditions, roles and responsibilities, 
maintenance procedures, service levels, fees, etc. 

2. Service support: The Port Security equipment was purchased with a three-year 
extended warranty. The original service support model for the Port Security network 
assumed that SPD and SFD would be the only users of the system, and that SPD could 
directly support the limited number of users (including dispatching the vendor to make 
warranty repairs, when necessary). If other departments and/or agencies are allowed to 
use the mesh wireless network, there will be a much larger number of users to support 
and higher service level expectations; The original, planned support model (SPD 



personnel take trouble calls and work with the vendor to resolve issues) will not scale to 
meet the requirements of multiple different departments and agencies. 

3. Future growth: Departments and agencies that plan to use the mesh network want as 
much network coverage as possible. If the mesh wireless network is shared by multiple 
departments and agencies, various departments and agencies could offer funds from 
various sources to fund future expansion projects. The City should decide now if it will 
plan and programmatically manage growth (identify priority areas for expansion, etc.), 
or simply allow growth to happen piecemeal. If growth will be managed 
programmatically, resources need to be assigned to the program. 

4. Public communications: We need to be prepared to answer questions from the media 
and public about the Port Security network (video cameras, especially, but also the 
mesh wireless network). SPD plans to begin a public communications campaign in 
January.

I want to alert you that there are a number of staffing transitions occurring in Fiscal, and that 
your 1.5 requests must be approved and in the Fiscal Office by April 1 st to ensure that the purchases can be processed in 
time to charge the grants. For the grants ending April 30 th , depending on whether or not the vendor has a contract with 
the City, it may be too late to process the requests. 

Ideally, Fiscal should receive all requests for grant purchases at least 2 months before a grant expires. 
Please let me know what I can do to assist you in meeting the April 1 st deadline.

1. Thermal We have one long range camera with thermal capability. It would be used to see

2. Mesh Network There are up to 30 cameras (VB-M40 and VB-H41 cameras). These cameras are 
mounted on City infrastructure (e.g. city light poles and bridges) and used to enhance 
the security around the waterways of Seattle. 

3. Special Event & Nuisance Abatement Expanding & retracting vertical cameras called Sky 
Watch, 5 overt portable cameras and reconyx cameras. The nuisance cameras are used to

surveil potential criminal activity that may be active when officers are not present 
(e.g. graffiti). Or, used for civil abatement. For example, to monitor night clubs or 
other venues that are creating issues for the surrounding community. 

4. Command Vehicles - Two cameras on the vehicle and five portable cameras in the 

vehicles. Used in exigent circumstances for situational awareness. For example, SWAT 
call outs or response to emergency situations like CBRNE (Chemical Biological 
Radiological Nuclear Explosive). These cameras are also used during special events 
like Torchlight, the hydro races and the 4 th of Duly.

Greetings Cabinet Directors, 

On Monday the City Council passed legislation governing the use and acquisition of "surveillance equipment." 

For the purposes of the ordinance, surveillance equipment means equipment capable of capturing or recording images, 
videos, photographs or audio of individuals on public or private property, regardless of whether "masking" or other 
technology might be used to obscure or prevent the equipment from capturing certain views. 

Surveillance equipment does not include a handheld or body-worn device, a camera installed in or on a police vehicle, a 
camera installed in or on any vehicle or along a public right-of-way intended to record traffic patterns and/or traffic 
violations, a camera intended to record activity inside or at the entrances to City buildings for security purposes, or a 
camera installed to monitor and protect the physical integrity of City infrastructure, such as Seattle Public Utilities 
reservoirs. 

I am asking every City department to review their technology assets to identify any surveillance equipment (as defined 
above). Additionally, identify a staff person from your department to serve on a working group we are developing. 
Please reply to this email with a preliminary list of surveillance equipment that your department owns, operates or plans 
to acquire, along with the name of the staff person assigned to the working group, by Friday, March 22 nd .
